We have received recently the following information fwni ^3 about BANDERA’S 
death: 

”It is certain that the Ukrainian leacj^ BAHDKRA was liquidated 
by the KQB, For 15 years i^e KOB and D^artment H (BB) have possessed 
powerful' agents who sit in the Ukralnlaii national Bwvonont* The KQB 
from Moscow and Kiev has had its sights on BAI^RA for years. They 
wanted to wait for the right moment, however. In order to bump him off,
